Proceedings of Congress’ at Yesterday's Ses- 
élon—Senator Dolph on Hewall—Ap- 
Ppropriation to Carry Out the 
Registration Act.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.--(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The general drift of 
opinion among the Democratic members 
of the House seems to be that the tariff 
bill must be passed, and as speedily as 
possible. There are some who say they 
will make an attempt to have it modi- 
fied in certain points in the interest of 
their constituents, but, failing in that, 
will vote for the bill. . 

.It is understood to be the intention 
not to allow. much time for -debate, 
even if the cloture. has to be applied, 
with the object of getting the measure 
before the Senate as quickly as possible. 

Senator Voorhees will have charge of 
the .tariff bill in the Senate. At a 
meeting of the committee this morning 
Senater Voorhees announced that that 
was his purpose. 

He urged the members to use all ex- 
pedition in consideration of the ques- 
tion, so as to be able to report promptly 
on.the bill as soon as it came from the 
House. He suggested that the Demo- 
cratic members begin at once to hold 
daily meetings. The Republican mem- 
bers were assured that, whenever there 
was good reason for granting a hear- 
ing to persons interested in tariff 
changes, an opportunity to be heard 
would be given. The Wilson bill will 
be used as the basis of the Senate com- 
mitteée’s labors, and will be quite 
closely followed. ....: 

The: chairman appointed Senators 
- Jones of* Arkansas,~ Vest and McPher- 
sor, Democrats; and: Senators” Alligon 
and. .Ala@rich,. Republicans, as a sub- 
committee on. the tariff bill. The. in- 
vestigation will be conducted by the 
Democratic mémbers of the entire com- 
mittee as a party organization. 

_ The House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee will take up the Wilson bill on 
Monday, but.it seems to be tacitly un- 
derstood that the bill will not be called 
up’ in. the House until after the holi- 
days. Republicans feel that they have 
won a victory in securing time for con- 
sideration of the bill. Between now 
and next Monday the. Democratic mem- 
bers of-the committee will prepare a 
measure for making up the entimates 
deficiency of 360,000, 000.

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) SENATE.—The session 
opened with light attendance in the 
galleries and on the floor. The Vice- 
President'laid before the Senate a com- 
munication, from Gov. Altgeld of Illi- 
nois, announcing that the statue 
erected. by. the State in Statuary Hall 


| of the national Capitol to Gen. James 


Shields, would be unveiled tomorrow 
afternoon, and inviting the friendly co- 
operation of’the Senate. 

Senator Cullom gave notice that he 
would, tomorrow, introduce a _ resolu- 
tion bearing on the subject. 

Senator » Dolph presented a petition 
of the Oregon Horticultural Society fa- 
voring the maintenance of the present 
duty’on prunes. 

After the morning hour the Senate 
took up the Hawaiian question, and 
Senator Hoar offered a resolution for 
which he asked present. consideration, 
requesting the President, as far as in 
his opinion it shall not be inconsistent 
with public interest,- to: communicate 
to the Senate copies of all instructions 
which may have been given to any 
representative of the United States or 
any naval officer since March 4, 1893, in 
reference to the preservation of pub- 
lic ‘order in Hawaii, or the protection 
of lives or property of American citi- 
zens, Or in recognition or support of 
any’ government there. 

Senator Sherman, while expressing 
himself as in favor of the resolution, 


thought that, in the absence of the 


chairman of the Committee on FPor- 
eign Relations, nothing should be done 
but to refer the resolujjon to that com- 
mittee. After some further debate the 
resolution was laid over 

Senator Dolph then proceeded to ad- 
dress the Senate on the part of the 
President's message relating to Ha- 
wall. He began by expressing his sur- 
prise at the utterances of the Presi- 
dent in his message. Senator Dolph 
said he could not conceive it possible 
that the administration had determined 
upon the forcible overthrow of the ex- 
isting government, and the restoration 
of a corrupt and licentious Queén. If 
such had béen the intention of the ad- 
ministration, the expression by the 
press of the country of asmost’ unanim- 
ous public opinion against such a 
course. he. believed, would ve 
chan the purpose of the admihis- 
tration. and have caused the President 
to modify his inatructions to the Ameri- 
can, Minister to Hawaii. 

Senator -Dolph read. a part of the 
reference of the President in his mes- 
sage to Hawaii. and asked whether 
the ‘report of the~personal representa- 
tive of. the sident, acting under se-

It would have been more 
satisfactory if. the President had given 
to the Senate the instructions to the 
present American Minister to Hawaii, 
so that the Senate and House might 
know ,what was proposed by ihe gov- 
ernment.” 

A remark by Sepator Cvllom as to 
whether the President had a constitu- 
tional power to restore the Queen fore- 
ibly, led Senator Dolph to say rather 
earnestly that on that question there 
would be a wide difference Of opinion 
between the President ann himself, anr 
still he was warranted in assuming that 
something more than moral suasion was 
to .be exercised to change the govern- 
ment of Hawatii. Senator Dolph. was 
asked by Senator Vest whether he was 
arguing in favor of a policy on the 
part of the government of securing the 
Hawalian Islands and holding them as 
a colony under what is known in Eu- 
rope as the continental sysiem. 

Senator Dalph replied that he favored 
annexation of the islands; giving to 
them a suitable government and ex- 
ercising control over them. The most 
that the United States could do, if 
it did not care to annex the islands, 
was to withdraw: support from the pro- 
visional government and allow it to 
take it own course. 

Senator Gray inauired whether the 
present Hawallan government was a 
republic. 

“Tt comes as near to that as any- 
thing else,” replied Mr. Dolph.

Senator Gray. 

“T am not: going to discuss that,’ 
replied Senator Dolph. “It is a govern- 
ment established by the people; it is 
net a monarchy that is certain.”

St. Louis Merchants ts Ask a llodification of 
Tariff Respecting Mexican Goods. ~ 
WASHINGTON. Dec. 5.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) A_ petition was pre- 
sented to the Senate by Mr. Vest today 
from the Merchant’s Exchange, and one 
from the Spanish Club of St. Louis, 
setting forth that -the present govern- 
ment of Mexico is friendly disposed 
toward the United States, and urging 
the, importance of reciprocal trade re- 
lations.

WASHINGTON. Dec. 5.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Senator Cullom intro-

The Diplomatic Dealings 
« With Hawaii, 
Minister: Willis Has Done Noth- 
ing Important, 


Because He Finds Different Con- 
ditions There 


From What He Had Been Led 
to Expect. , 


Consequently He Expresses Himself in an 
Interview Which the Department Dis- 
avows—More of ‘‘Paramount’’ 
Blount's Conclusions. 


By Telegrarh to The Time:. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The State Department 
recelved no advices from Hawali by the 
barkentine Klicklat, which arrived at 
Port Townsend yesterday. The officials 
are inclined ta question the accuracy 
of the purported interview with Mr. 
Willis in the Honolulu Evening Star. 
They say it would have been improper 
for Willis to thus express himself, and 
they do not believe he has. 

The President and the Department of 
State were evidently not expecting 
news from Honolulu this morning, and 
the Associated Press telegram from 
Port Townsend giving the news re- 
ceived by the vessel from Honolulu 
caused surprise. Mr. Willis had appar- 
ently not thought it worth while to in- 
trust a dispatch to the vessel. 

Secretary Gresham was engaged this 
mecrning with Justice Harlan, presum- 
ably on Bering Sea matters, and would 
not be seen. The impropriety of Willis 
expressing himself as he was reported 
to have done was the only reason ad- 
vanced by the other officials for dis- 
crediting the reported interview. 

Chairman McCreary of the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, speak- 
ing on the Willis interview said: “I 
have -known this all the time. Of 
course, I could not make use of the in- 
formation I had received, but L know

therein-indicated.’” 

THis #tatement jndicates that the ad- 
ministration ; is possession of the { 
Knowledg¢ that Minister Willis is mov- 
ing with a great deal of caution, and 
the State Department is ¢vidently al- 
ready informed cf the news received 
in Associated Press dispatches from 
Honclulu vie Port Townsend, so far as 
it conveyed the intention that Minister 
Willis would take no further steps to- 
ward carrying out his instructions un- 
til he should hear further from the de- 
partment, but so far as it conveyed the 
public utterance in Honolulu by the 
| Minister, of his intentions, it was news 
to: the department, the President and 
the Cabinets 

‘There were indications to that 
it was not agreeable news, and the ine 
pression was conveyed that the admin- 
istration was rather disappointed at 
the manner in which Minister Willis 
has thus far conducted his mission. It 
is evident that the State Department 
received by the last steamer, the Ala- 
meda, the news that Minister Willis 
hed determined to defer the carrying 
out of his instructions. It is a fair 
presumption that the Corwin carries to 
him further instructions for which he 
asks. The paragraph in the President's 
message referring to Hawaii was writ- 
ten after the additional instructions to 
Minister Willis had been dispatched. 
This paragraph may be taken to reflect 
the spirit of the instructions. 

Whatever doubts Minister 
lis may have expressed of the 
accuracy of Commissioner Blount's 
report, the President has not 
lost any absolute faith in the 
accuracy of the Blount investigation 
and the justice of the conclusions, it is 
highly probable, therefore, that the 
new instructions are a repetition of the 
old. The Associated Press representa- 
tive received today, from a reliable 
source, an intimation of the policy in- 
tended to be pursued in Hawali. The 
extent of the active influence intended 
to be employed in behalf of reseating 
Lilluokalani on the throne has proba- 
bly been exaggerated. The purpose of 
the administration is believed to be 
rather to act as an arbitrator as be- 
tween two parties in the digpute, and 
endeavor to prevail on them to agree 
between themselves. 

This was contingent upon the confi- 
dent belief, based on the explicit asser- 
tion contained in the last letter of Mr. 
Blount, that the provisional government 
would fall to pleces when notified that 
annexation was impracticable. In that 
letter, which has not been published, 
Blount, under date of Honolulu, July 
21, said: “The action of the United 
States is awaited by all as a matter of 
necessity, This condition, it can be as- 
sumed, wilt remain until the proposi- 
tion to annex is accepted or rejected. 
In the latter contingency, no sudden 
movement is likely to occur. The pres- 
ent government can only rest on the 
use of military force when possessed 
of most of the arms on the I!Islands. 
With a small white population to draw 
from to strengthen it, ‘ultimately it 
will fall without fail. It may preserve 
its existence a year or two, but no 
longer 

Enough ts known of Minister Willis’s 
impressions, gained since his arrival in 
Honolulu, to make certain that he does 
not agree with Mr. Blount tn this. An 
Associated - Press telegram, which 
brings late news ftom Hawaii, was

HONOLULU ‘‘CATCHING 


The Hawaiian Capital Gets a Glimmering of 
Mr. Willis's Mission. 

PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) Dec. 5. 
—(By the Associated Press.) In an in- 
terview today, Capt. Cutler of the 
barkentine Klickitat, which arrived 
from Honolulu yesterday, said that the 
declaration of Minister Willis allayed 
public feeling there to a considerable 
extent. The Queen’s supporters con- 
tinue, however, to aver that the Amer- 
ican Minister should be severely rep- 
rimanded for not obeying the instruc- 
tions of the State Department, which, 
as it emanated from one or two of 
Lililuokalani’s closest. advisers, were 
to the effect that Willis had imperative 
instructions to restore and . recognize 
the monarchical govérnment. 

CONDITIONS DIFFERENT. 

These assertions, together with Wil- 
lis’s remarks that unexpected contin- 
gencies had arisen, of which the Amer- 
ican government or himself had no 
knowledge, and which were of sufficient 
importance to cause’ him to alter his 
Plans and send dispatches to Wash- 
ington for further instructions, were 
taken as indicating that» Willis had or- 
ders to restore the Queen. It was be- 
lieved in Honolulu that Willis went 
there prepared to abolish the pro- 
visional government, and that his in- 
structions were based upon an existing 
condition of affairs, which, on investi- 
gation, Willis found did not exist. 

“This supposition,” continued Capt. 
Cutler, “is further verified by a re- 
mark made to me by Willis, when he 
said that he was surprised to meet 
s0 many broad-minded, hw-abiding 
and thoroughly intelligent people. in 
Hawaii. Willis is religiously inclined, 
and, to a considerable extent, associ- 
ated with the missionary elements in the 
ifiands, and came in contact with the 
ablest men in Honolulu, all of wnom 
are strongly opposed to the restoration 
of the monarchy, -and especially the 
Queen, on account of her supposed un- 
chaste conduct. This cldéss of citizeris 
were careful to see that Willis was 
correctly informed of certain fects that 
Blount did not choose to consider, 

ROYALISTS ACTIVE. 

“After the steamer Alameda sailed 
for San Francisco and up to the time 
that the Klickitat departed for this 
port, a spirit of uneasiness prevailed 
lest Willis would try to throw the 
friends of the provisionab government 
off their guard and permit the Royalists 


to 


buildings. While I was. visiting Com- 
mander Barker of the. United. States 
man-of-war Philadelphia on November 
tj, an officer came.apoard from the 
Adams and asked if shore-leave was to 
be permitted. ~ Barket replied, ‘No, 
and that the crew should be held in 
readiness to land at a moment's notice. 
From his general demeanor it was 
@asy to see that the commander of the 
Philadelphia anticipated some -trouble 
ashore. The friends of the provisional 
government reported that the Royalists 
were holding a secret meeting at Wash- 
ington Place, where the Queen resides. 
Nothing was learned regarding the ob- 
ject or decision of the meeting. Next 
day, many of the Queen’s supporters 
were offering wagers of $500 that she 
would be restored in less than one year. 
“Willis told me, just before I sailed, 
that the United States ought to take 
desisive and immediate action as the 
present policy was ruining business 
interests on the islands. The Honolulu 
Commercial Advertiser of November 18, 
two days after Willis made his state- 
ment to the public relative to his in- 
structions from Washington and his 
determination to await further ad- 
vices before attempting to execute 
orders, contained the following editorial: 
UNLAWFUL INTERFERENCE. 
““United States Minister Willis was 
no doubt accurately reported, the other 
day, when he declared that, until he 
heard from Washington, no change 
will take place in the present situa- 


tion, nor will any be allowed. He 
added. that “Any attempt made by any 
person or persons to make trouble 
will be promptly checked and pun- 
Were the representative of 
any other power near the Hawaiian 
government to make such a declara- 
tion, there is no doubt that not only 
this government, but the United 
States, would resent it in a most ener- 
getic manner as an unlawful interfer- 
ence with the internal affairs of this 
independent nation. We do not ques- 
tion the propriety of Mr. Willls’s dec- 
laration, we simply point out that the 
government of the United States holds 
itself charged with the special duty of 
maintaining public order and security 
in Hawali. To this extent, at least, 
America already exercises a partial 
protectorate over this country.’ 
SHOULD BE PUNISHED. 

“The editorial further said: ‘Ex-Min- 
ister Stevens was merely performing 
and obeying the standing order of the 
State Department issued by Secretary 
Bayard to the American Minister in 
Honolulu, and to be given to the naval 
forces there whenever neceasary for 
the maintenance of public order. 
Stevers has been abused by the pres- 
ent American administration for obey- 
ing President Cleveland's explicit or- 
|. ders. If Minister Stevens is to be 
blamed for his interposition last Janu- 
ary, then much more is Minister Wil- 
Hs to be censured for threatening to 
punish disturbers of the peace, Which 
Stevens never did.’ 


DEFENSELESS WOMEN 


Killed by a Human Monster for the Sake of 
Their Savings. 

ST. JOE (Pa.,) Dec. 5.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) This morning Harper 
Whitmire crushed in the skull of his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Christian Hessler, 
and cut from ear to ear the throat of 
her daughter, Mrs. James Martin. The 
latter is dead, and the former cannot 
live. The object of the double murder 
was robbery. The murderer got $200 
He has not yet been apprehended. 

Mrs. Hesler died this afternoon, after 
charging Whitmire with the crime. 
Whitmire called at the home of his 
mother at Boydstown, some hours after 
the murder. and asked for a revolver, 
saying: “I have killed two women; I 
want to put an end to myself.’”’” He 
was refused, and advised to give him- 
self up, but he disappeared. Scores of 
citizens are searching for him, and, if

THE RIO 


Causes Leading Up to 
Revolution, 


The Restoration of the Monarchy 
Demanded 


By a Considerable Portion of 
the People. 


Statement of a London Times 
Correspondent.

LONDON, Dec. 5.—(Copyrighted, 18938, 
bv Cable and Associated Press.) The 
Times, tomorrow, will publish a state- 
ment, dated November 14, from its cor- 
respondent at Rio de Janeiro, in which, 
reviewing the causes leading up to the 
revolt, the correspondent says that with 
the fall of Dom Pedro, the gristocracy 
withdrew all connection with the gov- 
ernment. and, that the wealthy men in 
office were replaced by needy adven-~ 
turers, whose sole object has been pers 
sonal gain. 

President Piexotto opened his adminis« 
tration well by canceling the decrea 
permitting the Bank of the Republic 
to continue the emission of notes which 
had been done in the interest of ring 
speculators, but the hopes of reform 
were soon disappointed when he hegsan 
removing the governors of States in an 
underhand manner. Thence onward he 
took the bit in his mouth and made a 
series of blunders, and set aside the 
spirit and letter of the constitution in 
every way. 

The correspondent proceeds 
show Président Peixotto’s alleged 
breaches of faith regarding the Rio 
Grande do Sul affair by persecuting 
those who had been engaged in the re~ 
volt. which action led to the President's 
rupture with Admiral de Méello,. 
resigned thé office of Minister of Ma- 
rine, in consequence. Much sympathy, 
the correspondent adds, was shown in 
Rio de Janeiro for the people of' Rio 
Grande. do Sul, who had been engaged 
in revolt, and popular subscriptions 
were opened between May and Aug- 
ust. 1893. for relief of the insurgent 
sick. These subscriptions were crowned 
with success. and it is said that the 
constantly-swelling fund was very gall- 
ing to President Peixotto, and led ta 
its prompter, Dr. Govern, being im- 
prisoned. 

Coming rapidly to the history of the 
present time, the Times’ correspcindent 
states that on November 7 the in- 
surgent leaders held a conference on 
board the warship Aquidaban and dis- 
cussed the question of re-establishing 
the monarchy in Brazil. It was then 
shown that the States of Pernambuco, 
Bahia, Santa Catarina, Rio Grande and 
a majority of the population of Minas 
Geraes, San Paulo and an important 
section of the city of Rio de Janeiro 
favored a return to the monarchy. 
Thereupon it was decided that the 
efforts of the insurgents should be di- 
rected to that end. 

The fact that Gen. Pego, 2 well- 
known monarchist, was in command of 
a division under President Peixotto, 
and that Col. Mendez, a violent op- 
ponent of republicanism, commands the 
National Guard, is a positive proof 
that there was no intention when the 
revolutionary movement first broke out 
of any attempt to re-establish the 
thonarchy. It was an afterthought en- 
gendered by the wishes of the people 
in various parts of Brazil, and it is yet 
to be seen whether the insurgent® will 
make it the aim of the present struggle. 
A Brazilian in high office has told the © 
Times correspondent that he believed 
the end of the war would see a finish 
of the praetorian system of government 
in Brazil, no matter which side won, 


SEIZURE OF DYNAMITE. 


London Police Find Explosives at the Quar« 
ters of a New Arrival. 

LONDON, Dec. 5.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) In connection with the 
arrest of a man at Hampsted yesterday, 
the police searched the rooms of @ man 
named Schneider, who had just arrived 
from the United States. He saw them 
coming and decamped. They found in 
the rooms a tin can containing twenty. 
four pounds of dynamite in cakes, 

Before opening it, it was immersed 
in a cistern, where it fizzled and foamed 
over the sides of the receptacle, It was 
then dispatched to the government ex- 
plosive laboratory. There it was ascer- 
tained that it contained fuses and alt 
apparatus necessary for an explosion, 
and what it would have had a terribly 
destructive effect. The police expect to 
make a large number of arrests in con- 
nection with the affair, as they belieya 
they have discovered a gendins dyna- 
mite plot.

The Reorganization of the Union 
Pacific. 


Status of the Lehigh Valley Strike—The 
Atchison Will Not Go Into a Re- 
ceiver’s Hands—A Train 
Wreck.

BOSTON, Dec. 5.—(By the’ Asso 
ciated Press.) The News Bureau sug- 
gests the following reorganization plan 
for the Union Pacific. It is submitted 
that if an attempt is made to rear- 
range the $228,000,000 of Union Pacific 
indebtedness and give full payment to 
the government while earnings are de- 
creasing, it can best be done for ali 
interests upon some such a compre- 
hensive plan as the following: 

Union Pacific stockholders to surren- 
der as at present a majority of the con- 
trol of the property to the government, 
which can be represented by seven di- 
rectors out of twelve, one director to be 
appointed each year, or hold a life po- 
sition, subject to removal for cause, to 
have a liberal salary and no other oc- 
cupation; the government to issue 
$300,000,000 3 per cent. bonds at par, and 
take all Union Pacific bonds at an av- 
erage market valuation of three years, 
ending January 1, 1894; to pay the gov- 
ernment ‘debt, which the United States 
treasury will soon be called upon to 
pay, in full, and leave from $50,000,000 
to $100,000,000 of these bonds in the 
treasury of the Union. Pacific, half of 
which could. be used for raising the 
property to a proper standard for a 
government road, and half to remain 
in the treasury for future development; 
to make these bonds perpetual at 3 
per cent., and permit them to be used 
at par .as-a -basis for national bank 
circulation.

TRIAL BY JURY. 


The shameful manner in which the 
Cronin jury has been tampered with 
in Chicago is another example of the 
rotten condition to which the jury sys- 
tem has come in this country. When 
the jury system was first devised, it 
was regarded as an efficient means of 
securing justice to both the accuser and 
the accused; but it has now come to 
pass—at least in this country—that the 
jury system is a ready means of de- 
feating the ends of justice and letting 
criminals who are able to command 
_some money free to go and sin some 
more, as often as they please, provided 
they do not happen to so far arouse 
the indignation of the community as 
to rum up against an unofficial jury of 
citizens armed with a rope. Almost 
any shrewd lawyer, who is not’ too 
much troubled with qualms of con- 
science, can so manipulate a jury now- 
adays as to make almost certain of an 
acquittal, or at least of a disagreement, 
which practically amounts to the same 
thing; for, if sufficient delay can be se- 
cured between the commission of a 
crime and the trial of the accused, it 


becomes very difficult to obtain a con- |- 


viction. Witnesses have disappeared, 
public interest has died out, and every- 
thing works in favor of the presumably 
guilty party. Jury-fixing has now be- 
come a recognized branch of industry 
in this country, and a lawyer who 
wishes to keep up with the times nec- 
essarily has to ‘take this disgraceful 
feature of our dispensation of justice 
into consideration, whether he avails 
himself of it or not. 

Taking these things into considera- 
tion, it is no wonder that the jury sys- 
tem has come into such disrepute. 
When a verdict is rendered in an im- 
portant case that is not found to be in 
accordance with the evidence, it is 
taken for granted that some of the ju- 
rymen have been influenced. This is 
not only a disgraceful but a dangerous 
state of affairs, which strikes at the 
very foundation of liberty, law and or- 
der. It is high time that there should 
be some modification in the present 
system of trial by jury—at least so far 
as to make a two-thirds majority suffi- 
cient for conviction. This would ren- 
der the work of jury-fixers much more 
difficult, and give the presecuting at- 
torneys of the country more chance to 
put a larger proportion of the criminal 
element where they belong. 


THE MEXICAN TRADE. 


A few days 2g0 we referred to the 
fact that an effort was being made by 
California fruit-growers to open up 
trade with Mexico. We then showed 
some of the difficulties which our mer- 
chants will have to overcome before 
they can expect to build up an exten- 
sive trade with Mexico and the Central 
and South American countries, which 
offer such profitable markets to our 
manufacturers and producers. A corre- 
spondent of the Chronicle draws atten- 
tion to another great obstacle in the 
path of trade relations between this 
State and Mexico. This is the heavy 
freight to Mexican points, in compari- 
son with the rates which are charged 
from the Eastern States and Europe. 

An instance is given where, in May, 
1890, a merchant of San Luis Potosi, 
Mexico, desiring to import California 
wines in bulk, wrote to San Francisco 
for quotations, and also for freight 
rates. The information which he re- 
ceived was that while San Francisco 
wine merchants were willing to make 
prices which would compete with 
French wines, the Southern Pacific and 
Santa Fe railroads wanted $3.20 per 


hundred pounds freight for transporta- | 


| cents to the former and $1.50 per hun- 
dred pounds to the latter place, then 
certainly San Francisco or Los Angeles 
merchants, with water transportation 
to some port on the Pacific in close 
proximity to the City of Mexico, should 
be in a position fo secure such low 
rates as to enable them to make prices 
to Mexican merchants which would 
command their attention and secure 
their business. 

It is believed that the completion of 
the Tehuantepec Rdilroad, which is ex- 
pected to be accomplished within six 
months, will prove a great advantage 
to shippers from this Coast. It will 
shorten the distance as much as the 
Nicaragua Canal, only, of course, there 
will be the disadvantage of having to 
break freight. As soon as this railroad 
is completed, an effort should be made 
to make arrangements with a line of 
steamships, under which they will call 
at Southern California ports. There are 
extensive markets for many of our 
products in our sister republic which 
might easily be reached if our mer- 
chants and producers will take the 
pains to study the trade a little, and if 


we can secure reasonable rates of 
freight. 


THE UNEMPLOYED. 


As anticipated the question of what 
to do with the unemployed is becom- 
ing a very serious one throvghout the 
country. A dispatch from Chicago 
States that great crowds of starving 
people are besieging those places where 
free food is distributed, and fighting 
like wild beasts for their share of the 
charity. From Detroit it is announced 
that over twelve thousand will have to 
be supported by charity during the 
winter at a cost of over half a mil- 
lion dollars of which not more than 
$100,000 is in sight. From other sec- 
tions of the country, all the way from 
Portland, Or., to Portland, Me., comes 
the same story of men who are being 
rendered desperate by the pangs of 
hunger. The relief which was expected 
to come to the financial world from the 
action of Congress is not yet appar- 
ent to any considerable extent. 

Meantime it is manifestly the duty 
of the different States and counties, as 
well as all corporations and wealthy 
individuals to take different steps with- 
out further delay for the relief of those 
who are really in need of work, nor 
should the Federal government ignore 
this important question. By appropri- 
ating a sufficient amount to commence 
the work of storing water and reclaim- 
ing the arid lands throughout the West 
it could do much to tide over the pres- 
ent season of depression until better 
times come. The government acts 
slowly, however, and it will not do to 
sit down and wait for relief from 
Washington. Every section of the 
country must take this matter up in 
earnest, and make a vigorous attempt 
to alleviate the existing distress, not 
SO much by means of free soup kitch- 
ens and lodging-houses, which are only 
temporary makeshifts, but by con- 
structing public and other improve- 
ments so as to give these men an 
opportunity to earn bread for them- 
Selves and their families until, in the 
course of events, it might please Prov- 
idence and the Democratic party to 
permit the wheels of commerce to re- 
volve once more. 

One thing is certain; unless some- 
thing of this sort is done, we are g0- 
ing to see troublous times in this coun- 
try during the present winter, and 
the worst of it is that misery and 
want will make many converts to the 
ranks of anarchy from among those 
people, who, under normal conditions, 
would be honest, industrious and self- 
respecting American citizens.

THEHAMER ROBBERY 


Examination of One of 
the lien. 


The Identity of Richards Almost 
Established. 


Seen in the Vicinity Shortly Before 
the Robbery. 


Also Believed to Be the Man Who Shot Offi- 
cer Lennon—Testimony of the 
Man Who Was ‘‘Held 
Up’’ by Them. 


At the conclusion of the preliminary 
examination this afternoon before Jus- 
tice Austin. the District Attorney and 
police officers are confident that 8, P. 
Richards will be held to answer to the 
charge of assault with intent to com- 
mit murder. 

On the night of September 21 last, 
the store of A. Hamer, at the corner of 
Main and Fifteenth streets was en- 
tered by two robbers, who covered the 
proprietor and several customers with 
revolvers. and demanded the money- 
till. Mr. Hamer, having no alternative 
other than running the risk of being 


demands. handed the money-drawer, 
containing about $50 in silver, to the 
men. 


The robbers then backed toward the 
front door, and as they were about to 
pass out on to the sidewalk, caught 
sight of Officer John Lennon, who had 
heard the disturbance, and was about 
to enter the store. Without hesitating 
a moment, the bold intruders opened 
fire upon the officer, one shot striking 
him in the left leg. Lennon returned 
the shots, but the robbers managed to 
get safely away in the darkness. 

The detectives have been on their 
trail from that time to this, and suc- 
ceeded in catching Richards, whom 
they not only believe, but are reason- 
ably certain, was one of the two who 
committed the robbery and fired on 
Lennon. The sceond man, whose name

The examination of Richards was 
taken up early in the afternoon yester=> 
day, but did not reach a conclusion, as 
had been expected, by 5 o’clock.

DESTROYED BY FIRE.

The fire started in 
a rear room of the lodging-house, and 
spread with astonishing rapidity 
throughout the whole building. The 
wood was dry and easily lighted, and

FIRST STREET WIDENING. 


Protestants Notified of a Hearing Next Mon- 
day. 

Notices were sent out from the City 
Clerk's office yesterday to the large 
number of persons whose signatures 
had been affixed to the protest against 
the proposed widening of First street, 
between Main and Los Angeles s reets, 
informing them that the time fonfhear- 
ing on such protest had been s for 
next Monday afternoon, at 3 o'clock. 

It will be remembered that in the 
first place a petition was presented for 
such widening, and that, in accordance 
with that petition, an ordinance of in- 
tention to widen the street was passed 
by the City Council. Subsequently a 
protest against the widening was pre- 
sented, which protest on its face ap- 
peared to represent more than a ma- 
jority of the frontage within the dis. 
ay of assessment fixed by the Coun- 
cil. 

On investigation, however, it was 
found tuat a large number of those 
who had signed the protest had their 
signatures also affixed to the petition 
for the widening. 

Upon subtracting from the total 
frontage represented by the protest the 
total of the frontage represented by 
those who had signed both the petition 
and protest. it was, found that the 
protest lacked a majority. 

On Monday of last week, the time for 
protest having expired, the Council, 
acting on such information, denied the 
protest, and directed the City Attorney 
to present an ordinance ordering the 
work. 

On Monday of this week Walter 
Bordwell appeared as attorney for the 
protestants, and argued that the action 
of the Council in denying the protest 
was illegal. In the first place no time 
for hearing was set, and the protest- 
ants were not individually notified by 
mail that there would be any such 
hearing. He also argued that the fact 
that some of the protestant’s names 
appeared on the petition did not disbar 
them from signing the protest. e® 
asked that the Couficil reconsider Sits 
action in denying the protest. 

This request, he said, was made, not 
because it was desired to hinder the 
improvement, but for the reason that 
it was believed that any further ac- 
tion the Council might take in the 
premises, after taking one illegal step, 
would render the whole proceedings lia- 
ble to litigation, which would be likely 
to require.a long time to settle, and 
which would work a great hardship to 
the company intending to build on the 
corner of Main street, for the reason 
that the company would not, while 
such litigation was pending, feel war- 
ranted in proceeding further in the 
erection of the building. 

In response to this request, the Coun- 
cfl reconsidered its action in denying 
the protest, and instructed the City 
Clerk to notify the protestants that a 
hearing would be granted next Mon- 
day afternoon. 

The above should not be confounded 
with the proposed widening of First 
street east of Los Angeles, the ordi- 
nance ordering the work for which was 
passed Monday by the Council.

Facts About. the Fitz- 
henry Failure. 


Judge Shaw Analyzes the Man- 
ager’s Accounts. 


He is Still Indebted to the Insolvent 
Concern. 


The Van Sciever Bond Case Before Judge 
McKinley—Adjudged Insane—Pro- 
bate Matters—Court 
Notes. 


In the matter of the insolvency of 
“Mrs. R. B. Fitzhenry it was ordered 
by Judge Shaw, yesterday afternoon, 
that the motion to vacate the appoint- 
ment of William Cord as assignee there- 
in be denied; and that to annul the 
proof of the claim of J. H. Blanchard 
and strike the same from the list of 
claims voting for assignee be granted. 
The reasons for this decision are set 
forth in the following brief but pithy 
opinion: 

“The principal contest in regard to. 
the election of the assignee arises over 
the claim of J. H. Blanchard. This 
claim, if any there be, accrued in 
favor of F. C. Fitzhenry, the husband 
of the insolvent, for services for two 
years last past as business manager. 
He had entire charge of the business 
making all the sales and purchases, 
and receiving and disbursing all money, 
and he was never called on by the in- 
solvent to render any account. The 
schedules show that the insolvent is 
indebted to the amount of $5109.97, be- 
sides the amount of the claim in con- 
troversy, being mostly debts for goods 
purchased to carry on the business.”’ 

J. C. Fitzhenry testified that the 
original stock of the insolvent.at the 
invoice price amounted to about $7000, 
that it was reduced somewhat before 
it was taken from Pasadena to Los An- 
xeles in October, 1891, that the goods 
sold were sold at an average profit of 
35 per cent, and that the total expenses 
of the family were for the last two 
years, about $1000. He also said that 
the amount of goods bought to replen- 
ish the stock during the two years 
would not exceed $4000, but the books 
introduced in evidence, kept by him, 
show that the goods purchased on 
credit alone dyring that time amounted 
to $8162.26. 

Taking the amount of the original 
stock put into the house at Los Angeles 
at $5000, the account of the manager 
— the insolvent would stand as fol-

This sum, it will be seen, is less than 
the .amount of goods purchased, and 
if it had all been applied to the pay- 
ment of the bills there would be a de- 
ficiency, and $1498.80 of the bills would 
remain unpaid; but the concern would 
not be insolvent, as the $3000 of stock 
remaining would be more than enough 
to pay all in full. But the schedules 
show that there are bills still outstand- 
ing amounting to $4943.17, so that it 
appears that the manager has applied 
only $3219.09 of this money to the pay- 
ment of bills. This leaves $3444.37 un- 
accounted for. That is to say, if J. C. 
Fitzhenry has kept correct books as 
manager and testified truly asa witness, 
instead of there being the sum of $2021 
due him for services, he still owes the 
insolvent estate the sum of $1422.57 
after paying himself all he claims. 

I think, therefore, that his claim 
ought not to be allowed, nor ought it 
be *ounted among the clatms voting in 
the election of assignee. - 

CRYSTAL SPRINGS WATER CASE. 

When the case of the city of Los An- 
geles vs. the Crystal Springs Land and 
Water Company was called by Judge 
Van Dyke in Department Four yester- 
day morning, counsel for the defendant 
corporation moved the court for a judg- 
ment of nonsuit, upon eight different 
grounds, whereupon the jury was ex- 
cused, pending the hearing of said mo- 
tion. and the whole of the day’s ses- 
sion was consumed in hearing the ar- 
gzument. 

The eight grounds referred to may be 
briefly stated as follows: 

(i1.) That the evidence does not prove 
nor tend to prove, that the city is the 
owner of the water flowing through the 
so-called drain pipes referred to in the 
evidence, because it is shown by said 
evidence that said waters are percolat- 
ing the soil through which said pipes 
are laid, and through lands granted by 
the Mexican governmentsto private par- 
ties. and further that said lands are 
outside of the city limits. 

(2.) That the evidence fails to prove 
that the city has been deprived of any 
water whatever. but on the contrary, 
shows that the waters of the Los An- 
geles River are not only undiminished 
in quantity, but that more water has 
been flowing down to the northern lim- 
its of the city for the past four or five 
vears. and ever since said pipes were 
laid. than ever before in the past forty 
years. 

(3.) That the evidence is insufficient 
to prove that the city has suffered any 
damage by any acts of the defendant. 

(4.) That the evidence fails to prove 
that the defendant took any water 
from the Los Angeles River, or else- 
where. or used or distributed the same 
for any purpose. But, on the contrary, 
that the Los Angeles City Water Com- 
pany has, during all the times men- 
tioned, been taking the whole of said 
water flowing through said pipes, and 
supplying the city and its inhabitants 
with water for twenty-five years, and 
the only means by which the inhabi- 
tants obtain their supply of water for 
domestic uses proceeds from said pipes. 

45.) That the evidence further proves 
that all the waters flowing through the 
Pipes of the Crystal Springs Land 
and Water Company not used neces- 
sarily in supplying the city and its in- 
habitants, is permitted to flow from the 
works either into the city’s zanjas or 
the river, as the city desires. 

(6.) There is no evidence to prove 
that the city has or ever had any water 
works of any kind by which to appro- 
priate. use, or distribute the water of 
the river. 

(7.). There is no evidence of diversion 
on the part of the defendant. 

(8.) There is no evidence that plain- 
tiff has been damaged by any act of 
defendant. 

The matter was argued at considera- 
ble length by Hon. S. M. White, in sup- 
port of the motion: but City Attorney 
McFarland took up very little of the 


‘time of the court in opposition to it. 


The remainder of the session was 
by. J. S.'Chapman, Bsq., who 
had not completed his argument on be- 
half of the defendant when court ad- 


journed for the day. The case will be 


}taken up again this morning. 


DAVIS VS. CHAFFER. 

Judge Clarke yesterday rendered his 
decision in the case of W. J. Davis vs. 
S. S. Chaffee, an action to quiet title 
to two lots in block B of the Bonnie 
Brae tract, ordering findings and judg- 
ment for the defendant therein, for the 
reasons set forth in a lengthy written 
opinion. 

The facts in the case are as follows: 
Both parties deraign title from a com- 
mon source, one Dietrich Kuck, In 
April, 1887, said Kuck executed to de- 
fendant a mortgage on said premises 
to secure a note of $3500; but, on April 
15, 1888, this was released and a new 
mortgage executed to secure a note cf 
$5500. The premises were therein de- 
ecribed as lots 23 and 24 of the Bonnie 
Brae tract, as the same appear upon 
the map thereof recorded at page 85, 
book 9, etc., but no reference was made 
to the block, and the map referred to 
shows the tract to contain three blocks, 
in each of which are lots numbered 23 
and 24. Kuck had title, however, to 
no lots in said tract so numbered, ex- 
cept in block B thereof. In May, 1890, 
Chaffee brought suit against Kuck to 
reform and foreclose said mortgage, 
and filed a lis pendens. Defendant in 
said action submitting to a default, 
judgement was entered, in June 1890, 
for plaintiff, as prayed for therein, and 
the premises were sold to Chaffee in 
July, 1890, for the debt and cost, and 
the judgment satisfied, the sheriff’s 
deed thereto being executed in Janu- 
ary, 1891. In February, 1889, however, 
Kuck declared a homestead on said 
premises, and in April,@890, he and his 
wife executed a deed to one Gitchell, 
the description therein being lots 23 
and, 24, block B, of the “‘Boney Brae 
tract.”” It is under this deed and by 
various mesne conveyances that plain- 
tiff deraigns title. This deed recites 
that the property is subject to a mort- 
gage of $5500, and was not recorded un- 
til January 9, 1891. 

In the’ action brought, as above 
stated, by Chaffee against Kuck, 
neither Mrs. Kuck nor Gitchell were 
made parties, but the latter appeared 
by a pleading, which he termed an in- 
tervention, for the purpose of having 
an order made therein appointing a 
receiver vacated, in which he alleges 
the conveyance to him, and that he is 
the owner in fee of the premises, sub- 
ject to the incumbrance of the mort- 
gage sought to be foreclosed, and that 
he appears only for the purpose above 
stated. 

From this statement of facts, Says 
the court, it is plainly apparent that 
there are no equities in plaintiff’s case. 
He can have no better title than his 
grantor, Gitchell, under whom he 
claims, and that the latter took with 
knowledge of the mortgage of April 13, 
1888, is made evident by the recital in 
the deed to him that it is made subject 
to such mortgage, and by his admis- 
sion in his pleading in the action of 
Chaffee vs. Kuck, in which he admits 
that his title is subject to said mort-

VAN SCIEVER BOND CASE. 

In Department Six yesterday morning 
the case of. the People, etc., vs. C. L. 
Van Sciever, et al.,anaction to recover 
$1500, alleged to be due on an undertak- 
ing of bail. was submitted to Judge 
McKinley upon the pleadings and a 
stipulation, whereby the defendants ad- 
mit the facts alleged in plaintiff's com- 
viaint. 

T. Wesley Van Sciever, a law partner 
of J. M. Damron, wag arrested in March 
last upon a charge of embezzling some 
$2000 from a widow. and after examina- 
tion before Justice Bartholomew, was 
held to answer to said charge, and ad- 
mitted to bail in the sum of $1500. Be- 


.ing subsequently surrendered by his 


bondsmen, he applied for his release 
on a writ of habeas corpus, but the 
petition was denied. and he was re- 
manded on April 10, last. Three days 
later a new bail bond was filed by the 
same sureties. C. L. Van Sciever, a 


brother of thé défendant, and Mrs. Ad- 
die B. Van Sciever. defendant's wife, 
and he again secured his release. He 
was duly arraigned in the Superior 
Court. and the case set for trial on 
June 19. last. but when that date ar- 
rived. Van Sciever failed to respond, 
and this suit resulted. 

The defendants claim that the bond 
was not made in accordance with the 
reauirements of the statutes, and that 
it is void because it was not taken or 
approved in any action in which such 
bond could by law be required, Justice 
Bartholomew having lost jurisdiction. 

ADJUDGED INSANE. 

John F. Burroughs, a native of Illin- 
ois, 45 years of age, and a laborer by oc- 
cupation, was adjudged insane and 
committed to the State asylum at High- 
lands Judge McKinley, yesterday 
afternoon, in accordance with the rec- 
ommendations. of Drs. West Hughes 
and Cowles, the examining cornmission- 
ers.,, 

Burroughs has threatened to kill his 
family on several occasions, and fre- 
quently abuses them in a shameful 
manner. His malady, which first made 
iis appearance ten years ago, is at- 
tributed to an injury to his head, re- 
ceived shortly before that time: but 
the fact that his mother was insane 
may also account in some measure for 
his unfortunate condition.

No News from Winston—Board of 
| Trade Meeting. 


The City Council in Special Session—Uni- 
versalist Fair Notes—Evangelistic 
Work—People Coming and 

Going—Brevities, 


Charley Brown and Grant Griswold, 
who have been searching in the moun- 
tains ten days for L. C. Winston, re- 
turend to Pasadena about 6 o'clock, 
Tuesday evening.

BOARD OF TRADE BUSINESS. 

A directors meeting of the Board of 
Trade was held Tuesday afternoon. 
President C. H. Keyes presided and W: 
H. Knight acted in his official capacity 
as secretary. A. G. Throop, M. H. 
Weight and Theo Coleman were the 
other members of the board present.

On motion the matter was referred to a 
committee composed of: Messrs. Throop, 
Weight and Coleman. 

Then a representative of the Herald, 
who had come out from Los Angeles, 
had . hearing. He stated that the 
proprietors of the paper represented by 
him have in mind the issuance of a 
special number in which Pasadena will 
receive a ‘‘write-up’’—provided  suffi- 
cient financial encouragement is 
forthcoming, all . of which led 
up to ae modest request . from 
the visitor that the board pungle 
up a good round swum to pay 
for the same. The speaker added that 
a special number, such as contemplated, 
would entajl much work, and that the 
proprietors were in a hurry. He would 
be much obliged, therefore, if the 
board would take immediate action— 
that is, pungle up immediately, or 
something to that effect. President 
Keyes succeeded in looking solemn 
while he inquired what should be done. 
Mr..Coleman came to the rescue by 
moving that the matter be referred ‘to 
the same.committee that had Gov. 
Sheldon’s proposition to wrestle with. 
The motion was unanimously. adopted. 
The Herald man afterwards intimated 
to a member of the committee that a 
page write-up would come at about 
$100 or $150. 

J. Wadsworth. J. W. Fairbanks and 
the firm of Wooster.& Cahill were ad- 
mitted to membership.

Regular Meeting of the Santa 
Ana Trustees. 


A Lively Debate in Which Personalities 
Were Freely Indulged in—The Su- 
pervisors’ Meeting—Briets

The Santa Ana trustees met in regu- 
lar session Monday evening with a full 
board and the clerk present.
